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ENEMY ALIENS TO 
BE REGISTERED 
NEXT MONTH 


All enemy aliens, by which is 
meant all natives, citizens, deni¬ 
zens or subjects of the German 
Em pil e or the Imeprial German 
Government, being males of the 
age of 11 or iipvvaril, are re- 
quii-ed to register on or before 
February 9. The 4th, 5th, fith, 
7th, 8th and 9th days of F’ebru- 
ary have been set aside by the 
go\'e I'll men t as registration 
(lays. Failure to comply with 
the law mean imprisonment or 
detention for the duration of tlie 
war. 

Postmaster to Register 

Sierra Madre comes under the 
cla.'-s of cities of less than .5000 
in the cenus of 1910, and i-egi.s- 
tration will be made by the post¬ 
master. 

Peisons reiiuired to register 
should understand that by so do¬ 
ing they are simply giving proof 


of tiieir iieaceful intentions and 
showing that they are willing to 
comply with the laws of the 
United States. 

Finger Prints Taken 
In addition to filling out the 
registration blank, the regis¬ 
trant must give the registration 
othc'r four photographs of him- 
.self and have his finger prints 
tafieii. 


Definition of “.\lien Enemy” 

Furthej- detailed definitions ol' 
the term ''alien enemy” are 
given as follows: 

1. Females ai'c not alien ene¬ 
mies within the present statu¬ 
tory definition. 

2 . A male, irres])ective of the 
citizenship of his parents, boin 
or naturalized in the Ignited 
States, and subject to the juris¬ 
diction thereof, is not an alien 
enemy, unless 

(a) Such a male born in the 
United States has become natur¬ 
alized in or taken oath of allegi¬ 
ance to any foreign country 
against which war has been de¬ 
clared. 

(b) A male so naturalized has, 
sub.seqiient to his naturalization 
in the United States, become na¬ 
turalized in or sworn allegiance 
to a country against which war 
has been declared. 

A male native, citizen, den¬ 
izen Ol’ subject of a foreign na¬ 
tion or government with which 
war has been declared is an alien 
enemy, even though he has de¬ 
clared his intention to become a 
citizen of the United States by 
taking oil first papers of natur¬ 
alization, or has been partly or 
completely naturalized in any 
country other than the United 
States. 

4. N’aturalization of alien ene¬ 
mies can not be completed dur- 
in the ixu’iod of the war (U. S. 
Uev. Stat., 2171); unless possi- 
l)ly where (courts here differ¬ 
ing)) application foi’ .second or 
final papers of naturalization 
was made or accepted jirior to 
the declaration of war. 

Note—Proclamation of war 
againt Germany April 6, 1917. 

5. A male child born in a 
country against which war has 
been declared, of a father who 
was at the time of such child’s 
birth a native, citizen, denizen, 
or sulqect of such hostile nation 
or government, is not an alien 
enemy if his father naturalized 
as an American citizen w'hile 
such child was a minor; provid¬ 
ed that such minor child began 
permanently to reside within the 
United States befoie reaching 
his majoi’ity. 

f). A male child born in a 
country against which war has 
been declared, of a father who 
was at the time of such child’s 
birth an American citizen and 
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Sgt. I^ayner Here 
Tuesday Night 


front, and as a father with four 
sons in the army, one of whom 
has been killed and another .ser¬ 
iously wounded. 

The particulai' message of 
Sgt. Rayner in telling the trag¬ 
edy of the war is to warn Amer¬ 
ica against mistakes of the 
Allies, and to develop a pioper 
supporting spirit among the 
American public. It will be too 
bad if such a man, accustomed 
to speaking before thousands, 
does not face an audience next 
Tue.sday night which will tax 
the capacity of the club hou.se. 


RANDALL ACTED 
AS SPEAKER 
OF HOUSE 


An unusual honor was accord¬ 
ed to a Califoinia membeji' of 
Congress when the Women Suf¬ 
frage Amendment w'as before 
the House of Representatives 
for a vote. Congressman 
Charles H. Randall of our owm 
district was .selected as Speaker 
pro tern and he handled the 
gavel during a large part of the 
historic day-to-be, when equal 
suffrage secured the approval of 
a national legislative body. 

As an ai’dent suffi’ageist it 
must have given Mr. Randall 
particular pleasui’e to recognize 
ami give the fiooi- to the only 
woman membei' of the house 
among all the damoi’ous de¬ 
mands for the privilege of ad- 
dre.ssing the hou.se. 

.Mi.<s .leanette Rankin of Mon¬ 
tana, the woman member, was 
also accorded an unusual honoi’ 
in the piescntation to hei’ by 
the Speaker of the immense 
.Americati flag which hung in its 
accustomed place over the capi- 
to| at the hoiii’ of the passage 
of the suifi’age amendment, and 
the government will put up a 
new flag. 


First hand pictures of the 
great war will be presented to 
SieiTa Madre people next Tues¬ 
day night by Sergeant Charles 
Rayner. The opportunity will 
1)6 given at a meeting arranged 
under the auspices of the Civic 
league by President Arthur 
Johnson Jr. The address will 
be given in the Woman’s Club 
House at eight o’clock. 

The general public is not only 
invited but urged to come and 
hear one of the most interesting 
characters and speakers coming 
to Southern California since the 
war began.

He is at present recruiting olii- 
cer for the British and Canadian 
forces in Los Angeles. 

One night this week, Sgt. Itay- 
ner spoke at Clune’s auditoi ium 
in company with Harry Lauder.

7. The marriage of an alien 
widow to an American citizen 
during the minority of her chil¬ 
dren naturalizes as American 
citizens such of her minor chil¬ 
dren as are dwelling in the 
United States at the time of 
said marriage. 

8. If the second or subse- 
([uent husband of an alien wid¬ 
ow becomes naturalized as an 
Ameiican citizen the minor chil¬ 
dren of such widow residing i)er- 
manentiy in the United States 
at the time of the naturalization 
of such American citizens. 

9. The mituralization as an 
.American citizen of the widow 
of an alien naturalizes as Amer¬ 
ican citizens her minor children 
residing permanently within the 
United States at the time of her 
naturalization. 

10. Males born in or residing 
as German subjects in Alsace- 
Loi Vaine sub.seciuent to May 10. 
1871. and now dwelling within 
the United States are alien ene¬ 
mies unless natui’a'i ,ed a 
American citizen^- 

11. -Males boiii in or I’c.siding 
as German subjects in Schles 
wig-1 Ioi..tein ss,b.sc(iuent to Au 
gu.st 2”<, IHO'b and now dwelling 
within the United States are 
alien enemies unless naturalized 
as .American citizens. 

12. (Questions in resjject to 
pii. ticnlar ca.ses not falling with¬ 
in the foregoing definitions 
should lx? referred to the depart 
ment of justice at Wa.shington, 
D. C.

Everything is packed and now 
we are waiting to leave. We ex¬

Facts that would have seemed 
impossible ten years ago and are 
surprising even now were told 
at the Congregational Church on 
Sunday by Dr. James H. Speer 
of Los Angeles. Dr. Speer is 
superintendent of church exten¬ 
sion work of the Presbyterian 
Churches of Southei-n Califor¬ 
nia. He is also chairman of the 
Southern California Association 
of church superintendents. 

Dr. Speer spoke particularly 
along the line of church unity 
and cooi)eration which is taking 
the place of competition be¬ 
tween denominations. Without 
.sacrificing any spiritual values, 
the churches are adopting a pol¬ 
icy which has proven sound in 
the business world and promises 
big returns in the religious 
world. 

Pictures were presented of the 
condition of wasteful competi¬ 
tion between churches in the 
average community. Duplica¬ 
tion of plants, expense budget 
and effort are costly in many 
ways. 

Improvement is being .secured 
in a variety of ways. Instead of 
holding aloof from one another, 
many churches are consolidating 
■SO as to secure a strong church 
where two or more weak ones 
of different denominations ex¬ 
isted before. When a new field 
is to be entered, the denomina¬ 
tions consider the situation to¬ 
gether and decide which is best 
able to properly take care of the 
situation.

The Cattle Protection Board 
wai-ns all cattle owners (except 
dairy and pure bred) who have 
not made application for record¬ 
ing their brands to immediately 
file same with the board at San 
Francisco. All brands submit¬ 
ted for recordation after F’ebru- 
ary 20, 1918, will only lie given 
secondary consideration. The 
use of any brand not so recorded 
is prohibited by law and the 
board announces that it will vig¬ 
orously prosecute all parties who 
attempt branding cattle with un¬ 
recorded irons. County record¬ 
ing is insufficient to comply with 
the state law, consequently all 
brands recorded in the counties 
must now 'again l)e recorded 
with the State Cattle Protection 
Board. 

The cattle brand law passed 
by the ]ast legislature at the in¬ 
stigation of the cattle interests 
of this state is designed to pre¬ 
vent cattle rustling and should 
prove to be an effective jn'otec- 
tion to cattlemen. 

All persons slaughtering cat¬ 
tle as a business are required by 
this law to obtain a license and 
they are warned to make appli¬ 
cation at once. 

Application for recording 
brands and slaughtering licenses 
should be made on si)ecial forms 
which can lie obtained by writ¬ 
ing the State Cattle Protection 
Board, 612 Underwood Building, 
San Francisco, Cal.

here three days witli nothiiiij to 
do but play poker. 

Day after tomorrow we jjo “up 
the line.” All our section (ex¬ 
cept two) are going together to 
the same i)rigade and we are I 
glad of this. Our section was! 
second in rank in the division! 
and our division was th.e first in 
the school so we feel proixjrly 
proud of ourselves. The real 
test will come in two or three 
weeks perhaps. So far our only 
taste of the disagreealde has 
been an imitation gas attack and 
a demonstration of li<iuid fne. 
We went out to the range eai lyj 
one morning and had mask drill. 
'I'hey show you how to put on 
the ridiculous headgeai' so as not 
to leave any oiRmings around the 
edges (they .say the (Jennans 
put cotton in their eais and a 
special kind of putty in the deep 
.scars tliey get from duelling)- 
My mask did not fit well on my 
bony face and it leaked a little. 
As soon as you get your mask 
on the watei’ from your breath 
begins to condense inside and 
run off youi’ nose and the smell 
of the castor oil that they treat: 
the thing with is not .soothing. | 
Anyway we stood it for fifteen j 
or twenty minutes while they 
let loo.se clouds of chlorine and | 
hydrocyanic acid gas. You can¬ 
not .see the chlorine after it gets 
away from the machine a little 
but the cyanide is thicker than 
the worst fog. The instiuctor 
stands off and yells thru his 
mask to put your finger under 
your chin to smell the chlorine 
but to most of us this wasn’t 
necessary as there was already 
enough inside. Our faces .soon 
become covered with an evil 
tasting neutral salt which didn’t 
come off for a couple of days.- 
The masks are made of several i 
thicknes.'jes of cotton and chee.se | 
cloth, .soaked in chemicals and' 
kept moist with glycerine and 
castor oil. They have them for 
horses and dogs too. 

After this exiieriment .some 
professors wanted to try out, 
.sonv' new tear gas so they letj 
us walk thru it. The effect was: 
not pleasing—it felt like walking!

WHAT UNCLE SAM | 

PAYS HIS SOLDIERS: 

Explanation of Pay Scale Which 

Very Few People j 

Understand ! 

A private in Uncle Sam’s ar-l 
mies, regular. National Guard or 
National Army, receives in cash,! 
as long as he is in the United 
States, $33 a month, in addition 
to food, clothing and medical at¬ 
tention. 

Twenty Per Cent. More. 

When he is sent to Europe he 
gets 20 per cent extra, whether, 
in training or in the trenches, ^ 
which brings the minimum cash | 
pay up to $39.60 a month, ori 
$1.30 a day. j 

The revolutionary part of thej 
pay system, however, about! 
which most people are ignorant,! 
is the scale of allowances made: 
by the government to the sol¬ 
dier’s dependents. We are thus; 
breaking away from the old the-: 
ory of paying to the new theory | 
that the nation is responsible 
for the welfai’e not only of the' 
man in seiwice, but for the de¬ 
pendents whom he left behind 
him. 

For $24 a Month ; 

Under the new scheme if 
“there’s a wee wife waiting” she' 
receives each month direct from 
Uncle Sam $15 a month, which ^ 
is virtually an addition to the' 
fighting man’s wage and brings | 
his total compensation up to $48 
a month while he is in the 
United! States and to 54.601 
abroad. 

If there is one child with the | 
wife, the allowance is $25 a, 
month ; two children, $32.50, and 
so on up to the point where, with 
a wife and six children. Uncle 
Sam pays $50 a month in cash 
to the family. 

It may not be enough to sup¬ 
port them, even with what the 
enlisted man can send home out 
of his wages, but it is at least 
a recognition of Uncle Sam’s re¬ 
sponsibility and a bulwark 
against dependence or charity. 
Parents Aided 

Allowances are also provided: 
for dependent parents, $10 a 
month for each, and for brothers. 
or sisters, grandchildren, $5 a 
month for each, with the proviso 
that in any case the government 
will not pay to the dependents! 
of any man more than $50 a 
month. 

No mawkish prudery entered | 
into the drafting of these pro-' 
visions; by acknowledging his il- 
legitamate child a soldier may 
secure for it the full govenimen-' 
tal allowance, the only provision 
being that if it was born after 
December 31st, 1917, it must be 
born in the United States. So. j 
in the case of a wife, there need 
to be no legal marriage if there' 
is proof that they have lived to¬ 
gether as man and wife for two 
years prior to enlistment. 

Man Must Help 

Uncle Sam also sees to it that 
his soldiers do not throw all the j 
burden of caring for dependents j 
on his broad shoulders, by mak-i 
ing it compulsory for each manj 
who has left a wife or child be¬ 
hind to pay over to them thru] 
the treasury at least $15 a 
month and as much more as will 
equal the allowances which Un¬ 
cle Sam makes up to half a man's; 
pay. Thus for the man in: 
seiwice abroad who has left a 
wife and child behind, the man 
will have to assign to them at 
least $19.80 a month to which 
the government will add $25, i 
making a total of $44.80 which 
they are are sure to receive. ! 

The old pension system isj 
wip)ed out by the new and far! 
more equitable system of com¬ 
pensation for death and disabil¬ 
ity. 

This compensaion differs from! 
that provided in any other law. j 
It takes the family as the unit; 
that is serving the nation, notj 
the individual man. It bases the! 
compensation on the size of the' 
family frem time to time. While | 
a totally disabled bachelor will; 
get only $30 a month, the man'

Twenty dollars is 
added if a nurse is required; $10 
more if there is a dependent wid- 
owedmother ;but if he loses both 
hands or both feet, becomes to¬ 
tally blind or helplessly bed-rid¬ 
den he gets $100 a month as long 
as he may live, whether he is 
married or not. 

If he dies from injuries or dis¬ 
ease received in line of duty, the 
widow, children and widowed 
mother receive sums ranging 
from $20 to $75 a month, accoi'd- 
ing to size of family. No distinc¬ 
tion is made between a private 
and the highest officer. 

A $10,000 Policy. 

In addition every man may 
take out insurance up to $10,000 
at the actual cost of furnishing 
such insurance in peace times— 
the entire nation through the 
treasury bears the wai' risk. 
This insurance is wisely safe¬ 
guarded to protect it from credi¬ 
tors, shyster lawyers and loan 
sharks. 

Haiti has forbidden the ex¬ 
port of foodstuffs to countries at 
war with the United States and 
countries associated with them 
in the war.

With free mail delivery service beginniiig Febi uary 1, 
Sierra Madre will he tlie first place in Soutnern California 
and the second in California to secure what is known a., “Vil¬ 
lage Delivery Service.” Heretofore mail delivery service 
has been confined to cities of approximately 50()U and larger. 

Similar sendee has been ordered to begin in Covina on 
May 1, largely through the service of Congressman Ran¬ 
dall. It is also under consideration for Azusa, Gleiuio.a and 
San Fernando. 

The post oflice department is thus gradually extending 
to residents of the towns service equal to tiial enjoyed by- 
cities and by farmers on the rural routes.

There is just one answer to be made to the iiiiei y above, 
and that is: “Newspapers get such of their facts as are ab¬ 
surd from the absurd human beings who for one reason or a 
thousand refuse to relate facts accurately.” Newspapers, 
truth telling newspapers sjxmd a very large part of their 
time correcting the.se misstatements,'i unning them to their 
source and getting at the truth. .A certain prop^irtion of 
errors get by—not as great a pioportion as can lx iieard 
in any village neighliorhood gossip, for it is the concern of 
newspapers, of honest ones, that is, to allow for errois ;ind 
correct them, whereas it is the concern of tho.se other pur¬ 
veyors of news, gossips, to create errors w henevor they are 
more interesting than the truth. 

The next time you find an error in your favorite news¬ 
paper, try an experiment. Try to capture one small I act 
your.self, in your own home town. You will quickly di.s- 
cover just how wary a bird the truth is and how very un¬ 
popular.
